Deaoc rat Lcally-minied and trustwortly German edltors and pdbliahera have 
eatabli3hed a solid core of independent and democratio nowspapera in the 0.3. area 
of occupation. They have been encouraged to maintain their independence «nd 
Objectivity against all attacka and to resist the enoroachment of government or of 
other special interest groopa and protect their right to bring the news of Germany 
and the world to the people of Genoany and to coanent upon lt. 

Controls which were imposed when the papers were first established in 
Order to conserve scarce materials, supplies, and equipment and in order to train 
editora, publishers, and Journaliata in the tradition of a democratio, free press 
have been progressive ly lifted so that for two years at least the U.S. Zone has 
had a "nearly* freo press. The eventual goal has been from the start an absolutely 
free press to the extent that this condition obtains in the United States and 
Great Britain or other democratic countries. 

Stepe have been taken by Military Government to insure tenure of news- 
paper publishers in the plante they now ocoupy for a poriod of five to eight years. 
It is believed that within that time, the publishers should be able to aoquire 
their own plants or make satisfactory voluntary long-term arrangements with plant 


Publiahera' and Journal iata' associations have been enoouraged and 
assisted to become effective Instruments in protecting and advanoing the interests 
of the press. 

llilitary Government has sought the passage of press lass which will 
protect press freedom and the right of the German people to full Information on 
the affairs of govemment and in other fields and has sought to prevent the 1 
passage of laus which would hamper and restriot or destroy the right to full 
exercise of thoee froedoma. 


The Establishment of a Ibtentiallv Democratio Press after Hoatilitles 

The program planned ln the fleid of press before V-E Day was based on 
the faßt that the Nazis had orushed the Opposition press; forced democratio 
editora, Journalists, and publishers lnto exile, retirement, or concentration 
oamps; acquired financial control of nowspapera and press faoillties; diotated 
the make-up and content of papers, and channeled all news through govemmeotal or 
aemi-official press agencies. 

The first stop was to wipe out the Propaganda press which the Nazis had 
set up and to suspend and abolish the approximately 1,500 Nazi nowspapera still 
being published up to V-E Day. This was done by promulgation of Military Govern¬ 
ment Lear 191, which closed down existing German Information Services as the Alliea 
advanced into Germany in March and April 1945« After T-E Day, this measure took 
effect in all of Germany ocoupled by the Western Allles. The second step was to 
flll the gap left by abolitlon of the newspapers and nows agencies through pro¬ 
gressive establishment of allied arny publlcations in Order that Military Govern¬ 
ment instructions and Information could be ccnannicated to the German people and 
in Order that the news of the world and of the war, withheld or distorted for so 
long, could again be placed before German readers. At the sama time, expert 
teams began the search for democratically-minded edltors, Journalists and pub¬ 
lishers and seized usable Nazi printing plants, nswsprint and news facilitles. 

As the actual licensing program of Military Government got under way, 
first at Aachen, before V-E Day, and then throughout all of the U.S. Zone and ln 
Berlin, the arny papers were progressively closed down, until f in al ly only one 
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remained, Die Neue Zeitung - still being published in Minich as an offioial Military 
Government zonal newspaper, with an editlon published in Berlin. The licensing 
program, which began with eatablishment of the Frankfurter Rundschau on 31 July 
1945, haa been virtually oompleted. There are now 56 U.S.-licensed npwapapers in 
the U.3. Zone and Berlin, with a combined circulation of approximately 4,200,000. 1/ 
There are competing newspaoers in aeven cities. The 56 newapapera own and operate 
oooperatively the licensed news agency, Deutsche Nachrichten Agentur (DIJtA), which 
haa an incoming file of soine 130,000 words daily and an outgoing news file of 
30,000 words daily; a weekly feature file of 30,000 words, and a photo Service. 


The Military Government Mission 

The mission of Military Government in the field of press, as planned and 
applied to date, is as follows: 

1. To help democratically-minded and trustworthy German publishers and 
editors to build an obJect ive, free, democratic press in the U.S. Zone in Germany 
and to prevent the reaurjence of Naziam, militarism, racism, pan—Germanism, or 
nationalism in the newspaper and news agency fielcU 2/ 

2. To discourage and prevent any attempt of government or special 
interest groups to seize control of the press. 

3. To öbserve the Operation of the German press and the D3U news 
agency through post-publication sorutiny with a view to assuring that the 
objeotives in paras. 1 and 2, above, are not being disregarded. 

4. To use the autbority of Military Government to strengthen the 
economic and oonmunlty position of the democratic press and safeguard it as far 
as possible against attempts to destrqy it in order to revivo a press more to 
the liking of Nazis, militarists, raoists and nationalists, and groupe whose 
special interests demand a subservient press. 

5. To encourage an independent press, unsubsidlzed by any group, whether 
polltical, economic, or governmental, and to encourage faotual reportlng with 
Sharp Separation between news and opinion. 

6. To encourage such free flow of newBpapers, news agency flies and 
correspondente throughout the whole of Germary as is ccmpatible with the 
occupatlon and the newsprint production. Jj/ To encourage German editors, 
publishers, and Journalists to establiah contact with publishers, editors, 
and Journal ists of other countries and to Sponsor vlaits outside Germany as 
part of a reorientation and training program. 

7. To conserve and channel to best use German-produced newsprint and 
printlng plants and supplies. 

8. To encourage and assist the newspaper publishers' associationto 
become effective Instruments in protecting press interest against attadc or 
encroachment by government or special interest groups and to encourage and 
assist the press to develop Journalistic training projects. 

9. To guard against the promulgaticm of laws which would hamper ani 
harrass and sübvert or destroy a free press and to encourage the passage of laws 
which will protect press freedom and independence. (NOTE: Material set forth in 
points 1 to 9 is expanded on the following pages.)

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Beplacement of arny neaspapera by licensed German newspapers was planned 
and carried out by the end of 1945 on the theory that only Germans oould effectively 
reeducate and reorient the Game na. Editors, publishers, and key peraonnel were 
sought, screened, end aelected on the baais of their positive and concrete records 
of Opposition to Naz ism. Responsibility aas placed upon publishers for tbe 
political clearance of all but the key mecber3 of their staffs. 


German Reaoonalbility 

Although it had been planned to institute a ayatem of pre-publication 
cenaorahip for a trial period, thia plan was abandoned with licensing of the 
first neaBpaper at Frankfurt on 31 July 1945 and never put into effect. German 
publishers and editors from the beginning aere made solely responsible for the 
content of their neaspapera, but there was close post-publication scrutiry 
followed by verbal and written warnings, correctiona, reprimanda and commendations. 
The method of plaoing aole reaponaibility on German editors and publishers at an 
early period, together with the advice and training given by Press Officers of 
liilitazy Government, led to a rapid development of the press in the 0,3. area of 
ocoupation as compared with the press in other zones. The quality of the news- 
papers was higher, and it was possible to relax mary Controls at an earlier date 
than was possible in the other zones as the U.3.-licensed publishers proved nnre 
and more capable of accepting the responsibility given them. 

The attempt was to establish real newspapers, not Military Government 
gazettes, since otherwise the papers would soon discredit themselves with the 
German people. They are German newspapers and the publishers frcnr tbe first 
havo been told that they wore working toward the time when Germaiy would have a 
ccmpletely free press. 


Problems Encountered in Establiahing a "Hearly-Pree* Press 

Military Government has been guided throughout by the realization that 
a German press fozmed me re ly in the Image of the ocoupier would collapse when the 
oooupation ended. There were disadvantages. Military Governnont and American 
newB had to take its place in the ccopetltlve news fleld with all other news. 
Occaaionally it seemed that some German publishers and editors, taking out 
political "insurance" for the future, when the ocoupation was ended or relaxed, 
gave less play to Military Government and American news than the news warranted. 
The Director of Information Services Division oalled attention to this Situation 
in December 1948 when he told the newspaper publishers: "I suggest that, in the 
editorial evaluation of news, the mere faßt of the oooupation in this specifio 
zone should not be counted as a factor whlch will glve the ocoupier less consider- 
atlon than is given to others. There are other weys of demonstrating your 
independence. H But the advantages of bringing Military Government policies in 
Germany into-1Ine with long-established American policies with respect to freedom 
of expression, free access to Information, and free exchange of opinions and 
ideas outweighed the disadvantages oven in occupied Germany. The most obvious 
advantage, of course, was that politlcally clean and courageous editors and 
publishers, who insisted upon their right to run independent, objective, and 
outspoken newspapers under an ocoupation, perhaps could be counted on to with- 
stand pressure fron German governmental, political, economic, and clerical groups 
when the ocoupation was relaxed or ended. 

It was inevitable that there would be an early and continuous olash 
between the new German press and German politicians and governmental offlcials.

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Por twelve years prior to V-E Day there had been no Independent press. All news- 
papers and gen agencies had been creatures of the government and the dominant 
politioiana, or they ceased to ezlat. There was no traditlon of an independent, 
free, demoratic press. It ums this traditlon of a press whioh would establiah 
itself in Germany as a quasi-pu'olic Institution and remain independent of politieal 
party ties and economic interests, free to bring all the news and to coament upon 
it, that Military Government sought to croste. The attacks of German politieal 
party politicians and goverrmental officials upon the new Germern press have been 
sharp and bitter; their demanda for a politieal party press insistent. Attempts 
have been made in the various l«nds to Institute a form of press censorship by 
setting up governmental press bureaus and cheumeling all governmental nens through 
thom. The right of the press to comnent upon pending leglslation was even 
challenged at one time. 

Military Government has encouraged and supported the press in lts pro¬ 
tection of the right of the press and German public to full and free Information 
on the affairs of government. General Clay stated in a letter to the Director 
of Military Government of Wuerttenfcerg-Baden in March 1948i "The German newspapers 
were established and supported and givon an extraordinary measure of freedom and 
responsibillty because we belleve that there should be a free flow of news and 
Information to the people of Germany, partlcularly on mattere connected with the 
bulldlng of democratic government. If the newBpapers of the D.S. Zone fail to 
carry out what ls a major taak of any nowspaper and fail to report fully on what 
their goveranents are doing, as well aa what their governments are not doing, 
they ceaae to be quasi-public instltutlons and botray their trust. This is a 
two-wsy procesa, though, and I have beon disturbed at various times by the 
failure of German governmental officials to understand that the people of Germary 
have a right to know what they are planning, what they are doing, and what they 
are failing to plan or do. At various times, German governmental offioials have 
attempted to channel news of government through a press bureau oensorship; govern¬ 
ment officials have failed to hold press Conferences and meet the press frankly 
and freely, and have resented orlticism whioh ls the normal lot of office-holdere 
in any demooracy." 


MiJ.ltary Govemmept Controls and Restrlctlpps, 

In Order to prevent the new press from failing into the hands of politioal, 
financial, or other special interests, Military Government restricted llcenslng to 
individual Germans and banned the holding of a financial Interest in the paper by 
persona or groups other than the licensees thamselves. Because the primary desire 
was to establish independent papers which would not be subservient to government 
or special politieal or economic interests and also because of a shortage of news- 
print, printing facilities, and suoplies, Military Government banned the llcensing 
of politieal party newspapers at least until a solid nucleus of an independent press 
could be established and also uxrtil the German eeoncny could achiove increased 
production of newsprint and printing equipment. 

With improvement in production, resulting from currency reform and 
general recovery, Military Government offered to abandon its present licensing 
system, contingent upon the passage of press laws in the various Lands which would 
protect freedom of the press and prevent government or other domination of the 
press. \/ Thus far, only Iand Bremen has passed such a law, which has not yet 
been approved» 

In the case of the cooperative news agency, DOtl, which serves 107 news-

and independence to an even greater extent ttaan in the case of newspapers. For 
this reason, the newspaper publiaher-owners of DEJtA havo been supported in their 
efforta to prevent the Deutwehe Post (German post Office) frcm taking 07 er the 
Hellschreiber 1/ broadcasting System and in their Opposition to the Deutsche Post 
olaim to a monopoly in the field of news broadcasting. DEKA, which grew out of 
the Allied and later American news agency serving ar-ny papers, was licensed as a 
cooperative to the lioensed publishers of the Ü.S. Zone and Berlin on 25 October 
1946. Steps had already been taken to tum oertain U.S. and captured enemy 
oquipnent which DHiA had been using since the aunmer of 1945 over to a German 
state agency which assumed responslbility for aale of certain D.S. supplies to 
German agencies for Reichamarks, with eventual cceyensation to the D.S. through 
export credits. Although Military Goverment press control offioers had helped 
to found nafA, and had supervised its output during the first 15 months of its 
exlstenoe from the day of licensing,a policy of post-tranamission scrutiny was 
established and responsibility was placed on the German management of DEMA for 
the content of the news file. Military Government press offioers remained at 
DEKA to observe and guide its Operation along accepted news agency lines and to 
enforce Military Government r**gulationa until July 1948, when the Press Section 
staff was reduced to one press officer and his functions changed to those of 
Observation, liaison, and assistance in training the Gerann staff in news agency 
techniques. The majority of the German newspaper publisher-owners of DEKA 
recognise that the news agency nnst remain independent of political domination and 
that the news and feature files must be objective ard factual. One evidence of 
this is that in discussions for a merger of the British Zone news agency, Deutscher 
Presse Dienst (DH)), and DEKA, the DQiA representatives refused to entertain 
proposals that the Hellschreiber'be tumed over to the Deutsche Post and that the 
merged agency acoept financial assistarce frcm German govemment and become a 
semi-official governmental news agency. Military Government has stated that the 
question of the merger is one for determination by the Germans, subject to Military 
Government approval of any agreement reaohed. 

Military Goverrment Controls in connection with the operations of the 
German press have been progresslvely relaxed throughout the past three and a half 
years. As indicated ab ovo, pre-publioation scrutiny of papers and pre-transmission 
scrutiny °f the DENA news file, although planned, were never put into effect. With 
the licensing of IfiMA in October 1946, restrlctions on news sources were also 
lifted; German newspapers were permitted to use other world news agencies. Pull 
responsibility for the content of the D.S.-licensed papers was placed upon the 
licensees. Wlthin the limits of- general ACA and Military Government legislation 
and directives, they were free to exercise their editorial Judgment. All efforts 
to increaae the number of news sources by permitting entrance of foreign news 
agencies and publications into Geruany were encouraged and approved. All major 
news agencies of the United States, Great Britain, and France, as well as others 
from Switzerland, and other European countries, are now dealIng directly or through 
DfflA with the newspapers. The only restrlctions are on disposal of the Deutsche 
mark eamings of the foreign news agencies in Germany. Controls have been lifted 
on the ammmt. of advertising space of pages permitted per week, frequency per 
week, and circulation. This was a result of the derationing of newsprint which 
made the procurement of newsprint the problem of the publisher and no longer a 
concern of Military Government. Currency reform and improved production provided 
increased supplies of newsprint so that newspapers increased their pages per week 
from an average of 12 to 24 and 30 and sometimes more. There are new 20 papers 
appearing six times weekly, 3 five tlmes weekly, 8 four times weekly and 25 three 
times weekly. What the publishers do with the newsprint they get in this regard 


y Hellschreiber is a System of news disseminatlon by radio broadcast, which is 
received on a special tape in a teleprinter which translates the radio 
impulses into wordage, in the same manner as a teleprinter receivea and types 
wire messages. 
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is now their solo ooncern. The result has heen a woIcoto lnoreaae ln oompetltion, 
although, for their own protection, the newapaper publishera have entered into 
yoluntary agreements to prevent chaotic newaprint procurement. All papera plan 
eventually to become dailiea. 


Newaprint Shortage 

Until the summer of 19U8, the sbortage of newaprint was the deterndning 
factor in shaping the German presa. Thia ahortage detormined the licenaing program; 
the mako-up, aize, frequenoy and oirculatlon of the papera; forced the impositlon 
of controla in the allocation of paper and ita uae and waa a key factor in aolectlng 
licenseea to run the papera aince it waa necesaary to chooae aeveral licenaeea with 
varying political polnta of vlew rather than single licenaeea with a single 
political point of view beoauae for a long time no more than one paper oould be 
estaölished ln a given comcunity. Too mach newaprint waa required and too little 
waa available. For three years aoat nowapapers appeared twice or three timea 
weekly, wore reatricted to 8, 12 or 14 pagea weekly, wo re unable to fill the demand 
for subscriptiona or for advertlsing, wo re reatricted to deflned oirculatlon areaa, 
could diapatch only a token oirculatlon to other aonea. Düring thia period, da- 
oreaaed newaprint production forced two outa in newaprint allocation whloh plaoed 
the newapapera below the bare minimum requirementa. 

The effect of all thia on the development of the new German press has 
been almost lncalculable, partieularly in the task of reeduoation and reorientation. 

It waa not until currenoy reform and the removal of newaprint fron the 
rationed liat of acaroe German producta that German newapapera could lnoreaae 
frequenoy and pagea per week to the point that they oould begin to funotion like 
real newapapera inatead of weekliea or semi-weeklies. The nsw Situation perndtted 
the removal of most of the controla, lnoluding those on buainess and financial 
management, which Military Government had been forced to malntain for three yeara 
while the German econooy was atruggllng back on ita feet. Sven with improvement 
in the newaprint aituation, some papera will have to awalt improvement in the pro¬ 
duction of prlnting oquipment before they can move into the daily newBpaper olaaa. 
Other papera have had to atruggle aloag without suffiolent trained newBpaper men 
beoauae it waa held lnadvisable to lower political Standards to the point whloh 
would permi t re tum of Nazi propagandiata to key Jobs ln the field of Journal iam. 
Pirat consideratlon was to establiah on aa firm a footing as poaslble a nuoleua 
of democratlcally minded Journallata who could be truated to fight for a demooratio 
Germany. Military Government belleves that thia has been done and that the removal 
of controla has kept pace with the progresa newapaper editora and publishera have 
made toward full freedom and full reaponsibility. 


Newapaper Prlnting Planta 

One major problem which has confronted Military Government has been the 
question of the extent to which newapaper licenaeea could be protected in their 
poaaession of newapaper prlnting planta which were seized at the end of hostilitlos, 
put under Military Government property control, and then tumed over to newapaper 
licenaeea for their uae at a rental fee. 

Most if not all of the newapaper licenseea of the new German press were 
not the ownera of the plante in whloh their papera are publlahed. Also they were

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unable during the Nazi regime to 3ave enough aoney to Invest in the needed facilities, 
assuming that these, in view of the ruined German econony, would have been readily 
available after the war. 

Former Nazi ownera of printing plante, hoping for eventual clearance 
under denazification laws and waiting for the time when they could Start their own 
newspapers, for the most part refused to enter into contraots for purchase or use 
of their plants. High taxes prevented most publishers from acoumulating the 
Capital needed. 

Uilitary Government attempted to meet this problem in two ways. In 1945» 
all newspapers were required to pay into a special fund 20 percent of gross receipts 
as payment for the many Services provided by Uilitary Government. This fund 
eventually reached the total of scme Hi 58,000,000. In 1947, payment into this 
fund was stopped and from it grants-in-aid were made to the newspapers and to a 
cooperative which the publishers created for the pirpose of assisting newspapers 
to aoquire plants and equipment as the opportunity offered. 

At the same time, Uilitary Government on 1 April 1947 issued a directive, 
“Interim Procedure for the Retention by Property Control of Certain Properties 
Operated by Information Control Licensees,“ i/ applying to property owned by former 
Nazis who had been exonerated ly denazification tribunals or againat whom sanctions 
were imposed which did not include confiscation of the property in question. I*, 

Order to enoourage the negotiation of fairly long term lease-contracts, since 
former Nazi owners refused to negotiate such leases, Uilitary Government on 20 
September 1947 issued a directive entitled, "Advance Notice of Amendment to Title 
21 - Procedure for the Retention or Taking of Property Control Custofy of Certain 
Properties Operated or Required for Operation by Newspaper Licensees of the Infor¬ 
mation Control Division." %/ 

linder this directive, property held in property control custody was to be 
released as soon as voluntary leases had been executed between plant owners and 
publishers. A nuaiber of voluntary leases were negptiated. To meet those oases in 
which the former owner refused to negotiate, it was provided that mandatory leases 
could be imposed where it bccame clear that a voluntary lease could not be executed. 
The duration of the mandatory lease was for an initial period of five years beginning 
from the date of final approval of the lease, with the Provision that if three 
months before expiration it is proved to the satisfaction of Uilitary Government 
that the publisher has been unable to obtain other newspaper printing facilities 
and these are not available or obtainable, the lease shall be extended for an 
additional period of three years. Payment of a fair rental was required, with Pro¬ 
vision for revislon of rental fees. 

This directive induced the signing of a number of voluntary leases in 
the fall of 1947 and during 1948. Late in 1948, höwever, it became evident that 
maty newspapers had failed to negotiate voluntary leases, and delays in the 
imposition of mandatory leases required a further Step. Instructions were issued 
to impose mandatory oontracts at once in all pending cases where it was clear 
that voluntary leases could not be negotiated immediately. In December 1948, out 
of the 56 newspapers in the Ü.S. Zone and Berlin, all but 10 newspapers were 
Publishing under lease contracts. It was expected that of the 10, at least 3 and 
perhaps more could be settled on a voluntary basis. The rest were to be made 
mandatory before 31 January 1949« 1/ At the 3ame time, Uilitary Government, in

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anticipation of conditions which would be oreated by the Oooupation Statute and 
with a solid nucleus of a demooratic press established, teraiinated for newspapers 
established in the future the property control and lease-oontract prooedure. 
Surveys have shown that there is considerable printing equipment still available 
for newspaper-publishing throughout the U.S. Zone for use of future news papers 
which my be established« 

All leases negotiated or imposed contain the Provision for eztension 
of the lease for an additional three-year period except in a few cases where a 
voluntaiy oontraot was negotiated for more than the eight-year total period or 
where the publisher was constructing his own plant and did not require the Pro¬ 
vision to be included« llost of the leases in question were negotiated in the fall 
of 1947 and in 1948 so that the tenure of the publisher is protected until about 
1955* By this time it is expected that production of printing equipment in 
Germany will have greatly increased and the availability of plants or new con- 
struction will be greater« It is believed, too, that existing newspapers will be 
able successfully to meet competition from newly established newspapers.

1. Information Control Regulation Ho. 1 la hereby resolnded and thia revlsed 
Regulation is substltuted thereforo, to beoome affective on 3 Ootober 1947.

a. Publiahing of newapapers, magazines, perlodioala, booka, posters, 
pamphleta, printed muaio and other publioations; 

b. Operation of a newa servloo, new« or photographio agency, radio broad- 
oasting or telerialon atatlon or ayatem, wired radio transmission or au'dlofrequenoy 
dlstrlbutlon ayatemj 

o. Production of a sound rooording, or the produotion or dlstrlbutlon of 
motlon pioture fllmaj 

d. Arranglng the publlo perforaanoe of operaa, operettaa, playa, muaioal 
oomedles, ballet«, pantomimos, varlety, oabaret, or other performanoea using aotora, 
porformera but oxcludlng the aotivltiea authorized in paragrapha f and g of Seotion 5 
of thia Regulationi «erring as an agent for aotirltles whioh require lioenaeai aerving 
as owner or direotor of auoh actirities.

Policy Instruction Number 3 
to all Licensees in German Information Services 


Military Government believes that free exchange of opinions and ideas is basic to the establish- 
ment in Germany of a democratic society in which the individual is conscious of his responsibilities. 
To this end it is the purpose of Military Government to allow increasing freedoms and responsibilities 
in the Information Services at such time and in such measure as those responsible for the Operation 
of Information Services give evidence of their readiness and their fitness to assume them. The length 
of the phases through which the German press, theatcr, pubishing industry, etc., must pass ln Order 
to qualify for complete freedom will therefore depend, in part, on the conduct of the licensees. Each 
licensee is thus a trustee for a vital part of Germany's future. In applying for and accepting a license, 
he has affirmed his intention to work in the public internst, to the end that freedom under democracy 
may be attained. 

2. Freedom of Expression 

Freedoom of press and of speech is encouraged, subject to the neccessity for maintaining military 
Security and the interests of Allied Military Government and preventing Nazi. or militarist activity 
or Propaganda. 

a) Maintenancc of Military Security 

Dissemination of any type of news, Information or editorial, which incites to riot or resistance to 
Military Government, jeopardizes the occupying troops, or otherwise endangers military security, is 
prohibited. 

b) Nazi and Militarist Propaganda 

Dissemination of Nazi and militarist Propaganda, including the propagation of National Socialist 
or related "voelkisch' ideas, such as racism and race hatred, any Fadst or anti-democratic ideas. 
and any militarist ideas, pan-Germanism and German imperialism is prohibited. 

c) Criticism of Military Government Policies or Personnel 

Dissemination of any type of news, Information or editorial, which constitutes a malicious attack 
upon policies or personnel of Military Government, aims to disrupt unity among the Allies, or seeks 
to evoke the distrust and hostility of the German people against any Occupying Power, is pro¬ 
hibited. 


3. Equitable Opportunity for Expression of Varying Points of View 

Because of shortage of facilities and materials the number of licensees will necessarily be limited. 
Therefore, licensees will insure that equitable opportunity of expression is given all important 
parties and points of view, except when specifically exempted from this Provision by the terms of 
their license, or when the.nature of the medium is such that political opinions are not ordinarily ex- 
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4. Selection of Personnel 

The licensee must select his personnel from among those whose past records show them to be 
capable of assisting in the building of a sound, democratic society in Germany. Eligibility for emp- 
loyment shall be govemed by the law for Liberation from National Socialism and Militarism ex- 
cept that under no condition will any person be employed in a policy-making, editorial or other 
Position in which he substantially influences the information presented to the German people, who 
has been a proved or an avowed believer in Nazism or racial and militaristic creeds, an officer in 
any party formation or a member of any Organization found to be a war criminal by the Internat¬ 
ional Military Tribunal, unless duly registered for such employment or granted special permission by 
the Office of Information Control. 

5. Pcrmissible Source Material 

Licensees are permitted to use the ser/ices of foreign news and Publishing agencies and other 
business enterprises licensed to do business in the U. S. Zone of Germany in accordance with the 
terms of their contracts with such agencies and enterprises. Subject to the provisions of German 
Copyright law, licensees may quote or paraphrase from newspapers and periodicals licensed or other- 
wise authorized for sale or distribution within the U. S. Zone of Germany. Foreign radio broadcasts 
may likewise be quoted; in such cases the broadcast in question must be accurately transcrlbed 
and the transcription must be available for reference check. 

6. Rcsponsibility in the Use of Source Material 

Licensees will be held responsible for observance of all provisions of this instruction in the use 
of material from foreign sources. The fact that the material is contained in a news file or publication 
licensed or otherwise authorized to do business in the U. S. Zone of Germany in no way constitutes 
relief from this responsibility. The source of all news except local reporting will be clearly iden- 
tified. Where several sources are used, the source of each portion of the article must be clearly 
indicated. Editorials and commentories must bcar the name or initials of the author. News Stories 
whose main appeal is sensational must be played in balance and not over-played at the expense of 
important but less sensational news. 

7. Violalions of Instructions 

For violations of these instructions a licensee is subject to temporary llmitation or Suspension of 
his operations, or to revocation of his license. This action in no way prejudices the right of Military. 
Government to take such other action and to administer such further penalties, including fine or 
'mprisonment, as the offense may warrant. 

8. This instruction supersedes all previous policy instructions to licensees which have been issued.

1. Allgemeine Richtlinien 

Die Militärregierung ist der Ansicht, daß der freie Austausch von Meinungen und Ideen der Schaf¬ 
fung einer demokratischen Gesellschaftsform in Deutschland, in welcher der einzelne sich seiner 
Verantwortlichkeit voll bewußt ist, zugrunde liegen muß. Es liegt daher in der Absicht der Militär¬ 
regierung, zunehmende Freiheit und Verantwortlichkeit im Nachrichtenwesen zu einer solchen Zeit 
und in einem solchen Umfange einzuräumen, wie die für die Handhabung des Nachrichtenwesens 
Verantwortlichen ihre Bereitwilligkeit und Eignung zur Übernahme derselben bekunden. 

Die Dauer der einzelnen Phasen, durch welche die deutsche Presse, das deutsche Theater und das 
deutsche Verlagswesen hindurchgehen müssen, um sich vollständiger Freiheit würdig zu erweisen, 
ist daher zum Teil von dem Verhalten der Lizenzträger abhängig. Jeder einzelne Lizenzträger ist 
Treuhänder für einen lebenswichtigen Teil der Zukunft Deutschlands. Durch Beantragung und Ent¬ 
gegennahme der Lizenz hat er seine Absicht bekundet, sich im öffentlichen Interesse zu betätigen 
mit dem Ziel, Freiheit in einer Demokratie zu erlangen. 

2. Freiboit der Meinungsäußerung 

Pressefreiheit und Redefreiheit werden unter Berücksichtigung der erforderlichen Aufrecht- 
erhaltung militärischer Sicherheit, Wahrung der Interessen der Alliierten Militärregierung und Ver¬ 
hütung aller nationalsozialistischen oder militaristischen Umtriebe oder Propaganda gefördert. 

a) Aufrechterhaltung der militärischen Sicherheit 

Die Verbreitung von Nachrichten, Mitteilungen oder Leitartikeln jeglicher Art, die zu Unruhen 
oder zum Widerstand gegen die Militärregierung aufreizen, ‘die Besetzungstruppen in Gefahr bringen 
oder sonst die militärische Sicherheit gefährden, ist verboten. 

b) Nationalsozialistische und militaristische Propaganda 

Die Verbreitung von nationalsozialistischer und militaristischer Propaganda, einschließlich der 
Propagierung nationalsozialistischer oder verwandter „völkischer” Ideen, wie Religions- und Rassen¬ 
haß, jeglicher faschistischer oder antidemokratischer Ideen sowie aller militaristischer Ideen, des 
Pan-Germanismus und deutschen Imperialismus, ist verboten. 

cj Kritik an Richtlinien oder Personen der Militärregierung 

Die Verbreitung von Nachrichten, Mitteilungen oder Leitartikeln jeglicher Art, die einen bös¬ 
willigen Angriff auf Richtlinien oder Personen der Militärregierung darstellen, eine Störung der 
Einigkeit unter den Alliierten bezwecken oder versuchen, Mißtrauen und Feindseligkeiten des deut¬ 
schen Volkes gegen eine der Besetzungsmächte zu erregen, ist verboten. 

3. Gleiche Möglichkeit zur Aeußerung verschiedener Meinungen 

Infolge des Mangels an technischen Einrichtungen und Materialien kann die Zahl der Lizenzträger 
notwendigerweise nur beschränkt sein. Daher müssen die Lizenzträger dafür sorgen, daß allen 
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bedeutenden Parteien und Meinungen die gleiche Gelegenheit zur Äußerung geboten wird, es sei 
denn, daß die Lizenzträger auf Grund ihrer Lizenzurkunden von dieser Bestimmung ausdrücklich 
ausgenommen sind oder daß in dem betreffenden Nachrichtenorgan politische Meinungen gewöhnlich 
nicht geäußert werden. 

4. Auswahl des Personals 

Der Lizenzträger muß seine Mitarbeiter aus dem Kreise derjenigen wählen, die auf Grund ihrer 
Vergangenheit nachweislich dazu geeignet sind, an der Schaffung einer gesunden, demokratischen 
Gesellschaftsform in Deutschland mitzuwirken. Die Eignung zur Anstellung unterliegt dem Gesetz 
zur Befreiung vom Nationalsozialismus. Keinesfalls darf jedoch jemand in einer maßgeblichen, 
leitenden, redigierenden oder anderen Stellung, in der er die dem deutschen Volk gebotenen Nach¬ 
richten wesentlich beeinflussen kann, beschäftigt werden, der jemals erwiesener oder überzeugter 
Anhänger des Nationalsozialismus, einer rassischen oder militaristischen Anschauung oder Funktionär 
irgendeiner Parteigliederung oder Mitglied irgendeiner Organisation war, die vom Internationalen 
Militärgerichtshof als verbrecherisch erklärt wurde, es sei denn, daß er für eine solche Anstellung 
entsprechend registriert oder durch eine Sondererlaubnis des Amtes für Nachrichtenkontrolle zu¬ 
gelassen worden ist. 

5. Zugelassenes Quellenmaterial 

Lizenzträger haben die Erlaubnis, sich ausländischer Nachrichten- und Verlagsagenturon sowie 
anderer Unternehmen, die für die amerikanische Zone Deutschlands zugelassen sind, im Rahmen der 
vertraglich mit diesen Unternehmen vereinbarten Bedingungen zu bedienen. Unter Berücksichti¬ 
gung der Bestimmungen des deutschen Urhebergesetzes dürfen Lizenzträger aus Zeitungen und 
Zeitschriften, soweit diese lizensiert oder zum Verkauf und Vertrieb in der amerikanischen Zone 
Deutschlands zugelassen sind, zitieren oder inhaltlich umschreiben. Aus ausländischen Rundfunk¬ 
sendungen darf ebenfalls zitiert werden. In solchen Fällen ist eine wortgetreue Niederschrift der 
betreffenden Sendung anzufertigen. Die Niederschrift ist für etwaige Nachprüfungen aufzube¬ 
wahren. 

6. Verantwortlichkeit bei Gebrauch von Quellenmaterial 

Bei Benutzung ausländischen Quellenmaterials werden die Lizenzträger für die Einhaltung aller 
Bestimmungen dieser Richtlinien verantwortlich gemacht Die Tatsache, daß das Material einer 
Nachrichtenquelle oder einer Veröffentlichung entstammt, die für die amerikanische Zone Deutsch¬ 
lands zugelassen oder sonst genehmigt ist, befreit in keiner Hinsicht von dieser Verantwortlichkeit. 
Die Quelle aus der die Nachrichten stammen, ist mit Ausnahme der Lokalberichterstattung, klar an¬ 
zuführen. Wenn mehrere Quellen benutzt sind, ist die Quelle eines jeden Teils des Artikels in 
klarer Form anzugeben.

7. Verletzung der Vorschriften

oder Stillegung seines Betriebes oder durch Entzug seiner Lizenz bestraft werden. Dies schließt 
in keiner Weise das Recht der Militärregierung aus, dem Verstoß entsprechende Maßnahmen an¬ 
derer Art zu ergreifen und weitere Strafen, einschließlich der Geldstrafe oder Haft, zu verhängen.

Lotter, CMGUS, "Interim Procedura for Retention by Property Control of 
Certain Propertiee Operated by Information Control Lioenaeea," AG 386 (IC), 

1 April 1947, ia horeby reaoinded. 

2. The followlng prooedure will, untll further notioe, be follcnred «ith 
reepect to the retaution or taklng of cuatody by Property Control of propertiee 
operated, or requirod for Operation, by newapaper lioenaeea of the Information 
Control Diviaion whioh are owned by pereone not affeoted by the La« for Liberation 
from National Sooiallem and Kilitariam or «ho, belng aubject to the ln«, have 
been ononerated by denazlfioation tribunale or have recelved eantenoes whioh did 
not inolude oonflecation of property. The property of euoh an o«ner will not be 
held in property control cuatody after the exeoutlon by euoh an ownsr of a volustary 
lease agreemant as herelnafter desoribed. 

3. A voluntary lease betwoen such an owner and a newapaper lioeneee of the 
Information Control Diviaion is to be preferred over a mandatory lease made betwoen 

a property oontrol oustodian and a newapaper lioenaee. Tou will give every encourage- 
mont and opportunity to such owners and newapaper llcenaees to enter into voluntary 
agreementa• A mandatory lease will not be traneacted untll it is olear that a 
voluntary lasse ia unobtainable. However, if no voluntary lease has been oonoluded 
by thirty (30) days after the licensee's firat offer to negotiate a lease, then the 
presumption ariaea that the owner has no real Intention of ooncludlng a volimtary 
lease and a mandatory (lnvoluatary) lease «ill be oonoluded forthwlth by Military 
Govoramont. The terms and oonditioaa of voluntary leasea «ill be deternined by 
the agreemant of the partiea to the lease exoapt that the mialmum term of the 
lease shall be the sas» as is provided for in the case of mandatory leasea. ’tfhere 
an owner having voluntarily entered into a lease agreement violatos the lease in 
8uoh substantial manner as to oonstitute a breaoh of the contraot of lease and aa 
to justify its resoission, property control custody may be re-asserted over the 
property and a mandatory lease theroupon made through a Property Control oustodian. 

4. You are hereby authorized and directed, «henever it appears that a German 
owner, as described in paragraph 2 heroof, is unwilling or unable to enter into 

a voluntary lease agreement, to retein or to täte into property oontrol custody the 
property of such owner that is operated by, or is rcquired for Operation by, a newa- 
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paper liceusee of the Information Control Division. 

5* Tha duration of a mandatory laase made through a Property Control ouatodlan 
will be for an initial naxlamm period of five (5) yeara beginnlag fron the data of 
final approval of the leaae. Suoh lease ahall provide, however, that if, three 
montha prior to the termination of the leaae, the newapaper lioenaee proves to the 
aatisfaction of Military Goverzment that he haa * ithout aucoeaa Bade overy reaaonable 
effort to ottain other newapaper ps-lnting facilitiea and that auoh faollitiea are 
not available or obteinatlo under reaaonable conditione, considering all the oiremn- 
stanoes, tken the lease ahall be sxteaded for an additional period of three (3) yeara• 

6. A mandatory lease made through a Property Control ouatodlan ahall require 
the payment of e fair rental by the newapaper lioenaee. The rental rate aball be 
subjeot to review and revision in the light of ohanglng eoonomy and flnaaolal oon- 
ditlona at the oloae of eaoh 12-month period, atarting with the effeotive date of 
the lease and in oase of a major ohange, auoh aa the introduotlon of a new ourreaoy, 
aa aoon aa praotloable after auoh najor e hange takea plaoa. The rental rate aball 
be fixed in oonformity with applioable looal ordnanoee or regulatlona of the 
oenmunity in whioh the property in queetion ia looated by mutual agreemant between 
the partiea concemed or, if they are unable to agree, by auch non-Judioial body or 
agenoy, oonaiating of peraona experienoed and skillsd ln buainess and oosaeroe, whioh 
normally performa arbitratlon aerrloea ln buaiaeaa and ooamerclal diaputea, or by 
auoh other methoda aa may be deeignated by Military Government. 

7. In oities where only orne newapaper printlng plant ia available and more 
than one Information Control newapaper lioenaee ia eatabliahed, all newapaper 
lioenaees ahall havo equal printlng prlTllegea or equal opportunltlea of management 
and oontrol of the property. Thla ahall be acocapllshed by either of the followlng 
methoda■ 


a. The property ahall be direotly managed and opeiwtod by the Property 
Control ouatodlan who will prlnt tha newapapera of the lloenaeea upoa a Job oontraot 
basia. The ouatodlan will graut equal treatment to all newapaper lioenaees and 
will fully perform his oontraot with auoh licensees before doing printlng work for 


b. The property ahall be managed and operated by an independent prlnter 
who will leaae the property fr cm the Property Control ouatodlan upon the same oon- 
ditlons as ia providod for in the oaae of other mandatory leasen. The independent 
Printer shall print the papera of the newapaper lloenaeea upon a Job oontraot beeis. 
The torms of the prlnter's lease will be auoh that he will be required to graut 
equal treatment to all newapaper licensees and to fully perform his contraota with 
auoh licensees before undertaking printlng work for othere. 

o. The newspaper lioenaees will Join together ia the fomation of a 
printlng oompony or partnership in whioh they will all have equal oapltal portlo 1- 
petion. The jarintlng Company will lease the property from the Property Control 
oustodian upon the same terms es prorided for in the oase of othmr mandatory leaaes. 

8. The property in queation may in seme lnstanoes oonaiat primarily of printlng 
equipment suitable for general oontraot printlng and only seccadarily and ln a minor 
part, conaist of equipnsnt suitable for the printlng of a newapaper. Where that 
part of the oquijment for newapaper printlng ia thua relative ly amall oompared to 
that part of the equipment deroted to general printlng, the owner may be allowed 

to remain in posaeaaion of the property and given opportunity to eontraot with the 
lioenaees for the printlng of the newspaper on a Job oontraot basia. Suoh a oon¬ 
traot will be subjeot to the aame oonditions aa apply herein to voluntary leaaes. 

9. All mandatory leasee shall contain a stipulation to the fset that the 
lease may be oancelled by the authority of Military Government at any time without 
prior notioe.

1. Reference and reaffirmatloni 

Letter, QMGUS, "Advance Notice of Amendment to Title 21 - Procedura 
for the Retention or Taking of Property Control Custody of Certain Properties 
Operated or Required for Operation by Newspaper Licensees of the Information 
Control Division," AG 601 (IC), 20 September 1947 is hereby reaffirmed. 

2. Wheroaa 1t was speolfloally provlded in subjeot AG Letter that a 
mandatory (involuntary) lease was to be oonoluded by Military Government ln 
instanoea when a voluntary lease had not been concluded by thirty (30) days 
after the lioensee's first offer to negotlate a lease (Paragraph 3)» the oon- 
clusion of such leaaes has in many instances been unduly delayed. 

3. You are hereby authorlzed and direoted to initlate suoh aotlon as may 
be neoessary in Order to execute all leaaes oendlng in your Land ln oonneotlon 
with subjeot AG Letter by 31 January 1949. *t ls understood that exeoution of 
oertain af the pending leaaes has been delayed becauae denazifloation prooeedlnjp 
against owners of the propertles involved have not yet been oonoluded. You are 
hereby inatruoted that subjeot AG Letter of 20 September 1947 1» to apply to 

auoh oases, and mandatory leaaes aro to be exoouted forthwlth ln such oaaes, within- 
the terms of subjeot AG Letter, unless voluntary leaaes oan be obtained. Voluntary 
leaaes ln pending caaes involving owners against whom denaalfloation prooeedings 
have not yet been oonoluded, will be entered into by the cuatodlan with the wrltten 
approval and ratification by the owner of the terms of the lease. Thls Provision 
will not prejudice or affect the validlty of leaaes already entered into ln 
oonneotlon with subjeot AG Letter of 20 September 1947. 

4. The authority to take propertles into ouatody, oontalned in AG Letter 
601, jrill not be exercised after 31 January 1949* Theroafter, no propertles 
will be taken into custody for the solo purpose of executing a lease with a 
newspaper lioonaee. In the interim, until 31 January 1949, with the exception 
of propertles operated or reijrlred for Operation by newspapers already lloenaed 
by Information Services Division, no propertles ‘ahall be taken into ouatody for 
such purpose.
